HOME KCOMOMY. 


One of the first retrenchment meas- 


ures the Washoe delegation in the Leg- 
islature should attend to is the home 
question of salaries for our county 
officers. The Sheriff's salary should 
be $200 per month. 
The Clerk's office 


should not cost more than $200 per 
month. Let the Clerk have that and 
pay out of it for such help as he may 
used. The salary of the Auditor should 
be placed at $150 per month. The 
Treasurer should be reduced to $100. 
The District Attorney can be put at 
$100. 
The sum of $1,500 is enough for 


the Assessor, especially as the county 
pays for two deputies. The Commis- 
aioners can well afford to do their work 
for $300 per annum each. The Co. 
School Supt. ought not to cost to ex- 
ceed $200 per annum. These reduc- 
tions would save $5,400 per year. It 
is worth saving. 


Statistics of railroad building in this 


country in 1882 show that 10,821 miles 
•were built daring the year. This ap- 
proximates very closely to the estimate 
made early in the year by the Railway 
Age, which stated that though the fig- 
ures for the first few months indicated 
* total of 15,000 or 20,000 miles, the 
close of the year would probably show 
10,000 miles bailt. These figures are 
the largest for any year, exceeding those 
of 1881 by 1435 miles, and nearly equal- 
ling the entire construction for the five 
years from 1874 to '78. Of course the 
greatest amount has been in the West- 
am States. 
Every State shows some 


increase except Ehode Island, though 
•Connecticut built but two miles and all 
Hew England only sixty. Iowa leads 
with 953 miles; Texas built 817, while 
the Northwest, including Iowa, Wiscon 
sin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Dakota show nearly 3,100 
miles, or nearly a third of the entire 
construction in the country. Even with 
these surprising statistics it is not im- 
possrblw, nor, perhaps, improbable that 
they may be equalled or even exceeded 
in 1883. 
New railroads are being in- 


corporated rapidly and though much in- 
•crease cannot be looked for in the East, 
the great States and Territories of the 
far "West have practically but just begun 
their development, and a rapidly in- 
creasing population will call for thou- 
sands oi miles of railroads in regions 
little known to-day. 


Sev. Mr. Talmage holds to the old 


heathen opinion that "whom the Gods 
love die young." In a late sermon at 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle, "The bless- 
ings of an abbreviated 
earthly exist 


ence," as opposed to those of longevity, 
were pictured by the preacher, who 
spoke from the words of Isaiah, -'The 
rightsousis fallen away from the evil to 
come." He thought too much time was 
spent in panegyrics of longevity, and 
too much sympathy for early death. An 
abbreviated existence makes life more 
•compact. A person -who dies at five 
years of age, gets through his day's 
work at 9 o'clock; one who dies at forty 
.years, at 12 o'clock; at seventy yeaid, 5 
p. M., and one who dies at ninety has to 
toil up to 11 o'clock at night. The num- 
ber of men who fall into ruin between 
fifty and seventy years of age, was 
simply appalling. It were better if they 
had died thirty years before. 
The 


sooner a man died the sooner he was 
taken off the defensive, and it was follj, 
Mr Talmage thought, to regret leaving 
the shanty of earth for an Allmmbra 
Heaven. 


During the year just closed a very 


large number of notable and distm- 
guislied persons finished thoir earthly 
careers. Ait, science and literature have 
lost some of their most brilliant lights 
and tbe church monrns the loss of many 
«f the most eminent divines. Among 
the more prominent figures now gone 
are Darwin, foremost among modern 
scientists; Garibaldi, the Italiau patriot; 
Longfellow and Eaierson, the two great 
leacleis m American literature; Prof. 
John W. and Henry Draper, Bishops 
Soott, Wightman nud Paine, of the 
Methodist Church, Kev. Drs. Dewey 
and Bellows, of the Unitarian Church, 
Bishop Lynch, of the Catholic Church; 
Dr. Tait, Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Dean of Carlisle, Dean Wellesley and 
Dr. Pusey; Profs Jevons and Balfour, 
English scientists; Authouy Trollop*; 
Tburlow Weed, the veteran journalist, 
besides several statesmen and military 
heroes in this country and noted liter 
ati, political leaders and rulers /in th« 
Old World. 


The President will doubtless have a 


bard time to make up his mind as to 
who shall constitute the Commission 
authorized by the civil service reform] 
bill just passed. Every section of the 
country desires a representative, and as 
usual the South is not backward in 
pressing her claim. 


Btnteroil Public I.iintla in Califor- 


nia. 


A small folio circular has been issued 


ay the Immigration Association of Cali- 
fornia, describing ' the public lands of 
ihe State. It gives the information fol- 
lowing: Of the 98,500,000 aoiea, the 
area of California, there are 43,795,000 
acres of unentered, Government Und. 
Of this latter class 16,295,000 acres are 
suitable for mining or lumbering, 21,- 
500,000 for agricultural purposes, and 
the remaining area of 6,000,000 acres is 
water, or steep and rocky or unproduc- 
tive land in many counties has been 
listed by the Land Officer of the associ- 
ation with the following result: In San 
Luis Obispo county, 450,000 acres; 
Monterey, 600,080; SanBenito, 250,000; 
Santa 
Clara, 
150,000; 
Mendooino, 


1,500,000; Shasta, 1,500,000; Lessen, 
2,700,000. Total, 7,545,000 areas.^Oth- 
er counties, it is estimated, contain un- 
occupied lauds about as follows: Hum- 
boldt, 1,500,000; Santa Barbara, 150,- 
000; Ventura, 150,000; Kern, 2,000,000; 
San Bernardino, 0,000,000, Los Angeles, 
300,000; San Diego, 2,500,000. A gen- 
eral description of each county is given. 
In Lake and Mendooino counties there 
is plenty of timber and the country is 
suitable for grazing. The foothill re- 
gion of the State is described at some 
length. It was estimated by tbe late B. 
B. Bedding that this region embraces 
a tenet of country 350 miles long by 20 
wide, containing 4,480,000 acres. The 
line is from Bedding to Sumner, em- 
bracing the towns of Oroville, Colfax, 
Grass Valley, Souora, Mariposa 
and 


other smaller places. In this region 
there are nearly 3,000,000 aores belong- 
ing to the Government. All of it is 
timbered and there IB plenty of water. 


TUSCAROHA MINES. 


Ore JBucpnntered »n Belle late—ini- 
provenaoiit in * JJa 
rwrtne Ore Body In Anrenca. 


The Grand Prize and Argenta mines 


are now in shape to be prospected. The 
knowledge of that fact is awakening re- 
newed interest in those mines. The 
News says attention appears to center 
mainly on Argautn, as the existence of 
an ore body there is an admitted fact. 
The east drift on the 700 level, run 
jointly by the Grand Prize and Argenta 
companies, is expected to reach the ore 
deposit within six weeks when it will be 
at once opened out. 


An improvement is noted in the Nav- 


ajo. The ore vein is larger and better 
defined on the 450 level than the level 
above and continues to improve as it ia 
followed down. 


Work has been resumed at the North 


Belle Isle; all'necessary repairs have 
been completed and everything pro- 
gresses as usual; as in a,Jso the case at 
the Independence. 


In the Bella' Isle some good ore was 


encountered the past \veek on the 350 
level and the prospeet >is excellent lor 
further development. 


Forest Devastation. 


The New York Post says of Puget 


Sound mills': The policy which has de- 
vastated the forests of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, is 
sweeping 


those of the Northwast. The monopo- 
lists- of San Francisco, aa well as those 
of Chicago, grow rich at the expense of 
the public. Meantime, tbe forests per- 
ish and their destruction is accelerated 
by the circumstance that by placing a 
tariff duty on lumber it compels the 
American people to pay a premium on 
the devastation of the country. 


The New York 
Commercial says: 


President Arthur directed attention to 
the fact that oui forests were disappear 
ing at an alarming rate, but this matter 
seems to have escaped the attention of 
the Tariff Commission, who, while they 
were suggesting a tariff revision, might 
have recommended changes by which 
the prohibitive duties on lumber would 
have been reduced and the country en- 
abled to draw upon the vast forests of 
British North America. If Grant suc- 
ceeds in negotiating n commercial treaty 
with Mexico we shall be enabled to take 
advantage of the vast supplies of valu- 
able timber in Durango, Sonora, Sin- 
aloa, Hidalgo, Chihuahua and" other 
Mexican States. 


Idnho Territory aud XcvuUa. 


Senator Jones and 
jRepresentative 


Cassidy have had frequent conferences 
of late in regard to the proposition to 
annex Idaho Territory to Nevada, ex- 
cept four counties, the residsnts of 
which are said to favor being annexed 
to Washington Territory. 
Neither of 


the gentlemen propose to do anything 
fuither than to agitate the subject this 
session, though they will both introduce 
bills next session looking to the annex- 
ation. It is thought the matter will be 
talked about during the sessions of the 
Nevada and Idaho Legislatures, and 
that both will be benefited by the pro- 
posed annexation. 
Cassidy says he 


wanted two of the counties of California 
annexed to Nevada, and would have in- 
sisted on^it had not Berry introduced a 
bill to gobble up about the whole of Ne- 
vada and annex it to California. 


The Albion. 


The President 01 the Albion in his re- 


port, states that the litigation with the 
Biohmond Company has cost the im- 
mense sum of $116,000, and other 
legal expenses for last yea/ were $56,- 
000. The works ore insured for $61,- 
000, and the total liabilities over and 
above all asset's are but $78,000; that 
owing to the erection of the new smelt- 
ing works $17 per ton is/saved in the 
working of ores; or for 2,500. tons per 
month worked, a saving of $42,500 has 
been made. 


As to the State tax levy for 1883-4, 


Controller Hallock thinks the present 
rate (90 cents) cannot be reduced with, 
safety. The Reno JOUENAL, entertains a 
different opinion, and doea not believe 
it necessary for the rate to exceed 75 
cents on the one hundred dollars tax- 
able property. . It would seem that the 
Controller is the best able to judge of 
this uialter.—Austin Reveille. 


At $75 cents nearly $200,000 would 


be collected. That sum ought to be 
sufficient to pay the current expenses' 
for either of the two ensuing fiscal, 
years.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


The Carson Appeal says: 
Congressman Cassidy, who declared 


in Congress that there were no rivers in 
Nevada, evidently had not studied the 
geography of his State as well as As- 
semblyman Ho well, o'f Lincoln, who 
has introduced a leaolution to memo- 
rialize Congress to grant an appropria- 
tion of $125,000 to improve the Colora- 
do river so as to render it navigable all 
the year round. The Colorado river 
runs along the southeast portion of 
Nevada, marking its boundary line anil 
washing 210 miles of its borders. In 
the Spring vessels of 200 tons "burden 
go up as far as Reveille, 240 miles north 
of where the rivar finally leaves tbe 
State near Fort Yntna. By the expen- 
diture of the amount asked for, the 
river can be made navigable all the year 
round. 
The stream comes from the 


Gold Basin District, which is rich in 
copper, gold and silver and at present 
its copper mines are very productive 
and promise in the near future to yield 
enormously. 
This new country will, if 


properly developed, add millions of dol- 
lars to the wealth of the Pacific Coast, 
and Congress ought to listen to nhe call 
from Nevada and grant tho appropri'a 
tion. It is to be hoped that Mr. Cas- 
sidy., having had bis eyes opened,on the 
question of Nevada's streams, will lend 
his assistance to dnvmg tbe wedgb just 
entered by Assemblyman ilowell.

known of the great agricultural re 
sources nnd growing prosperity of Ma 
sou Valley, the most fertile of all N< 
vada's valley a, beyond a limited oiroui 
Uuilke most of the valleys throughou 
the State, the soil is a rich Bandy loam 
or adobe, with scarcely a stone larg 
enough to throw at a bird. Its enlir 
length is about forty miles, north an 
south, with an average width of abou 
six miles, being ten miles across it 
widest points. The best land is settle 
and under cultivation. 
Pretty littl 


farm houses dot its face, nearly all sur 
rounded by trees of from two to twelv 
years growth. 
Many of the houses ar 


spacious, with roadways leading to then 
from the main road, on either side o 
which are trees, while the entire farm 
is well defined by trees planted at regu 
lar intervals around it.

Last Fall the 
tried to save themselves by running th 
Fair into the following week, bat onl 
succeeded in saving their distance, so t 
speak. The Society is some $17,000 i 
debt in consequence of all this ill luck 
The track and pavilion are both mort 
gaged for about all they are worth. Tw 
years ago a move was made to have 
bill passed allowing Washoe county 
issue bonds to clear this indebtednes 
and thus place the society on a soli 
footing again, but somehow it failed t 
pass. The citizens of Washoe seemec 
perfectly willing 'to have the bill passed 
realizing 'the valuta the Fair was tc 
them from a pecuniary point of view 
for th«y reap on abu&dant harvest from 
the crowd of strangers who cbngregat 
there during Fair week. But the Stat 
itself has a great interest in its welfare 
or at least should have. It matters no 
if the Nevada State Fair hardly equal 
some Eastern county fairs, it is the bes 
our sparsely-settled Slate oan produce 
and is but the beginning of greate. 
things to follow. If there is no other 
way out of the dilemma the Society 
finds itself in, it might be practicabl 
for the State to take charge of it as it has 
in California. 
Something should be 


done during the present session of the 
Legislature, to ensure another Fair, for 
the people of Reno have subscribed lib 
erally for several years past, and it is 
hardly fair to expect them to go down 
into their pockets again, even if they 
are disposed to do so, which we doubt.'
